Mr. Smith, a graduate of the 
Mining University of Missouri and 
who has travelled to China, South 
Africa and Korea in connection 
with his work. Is currently work- 
ing (or the mineral division of the 
American Cyanide Co. 

Metallurgy, the art of recover- 
ing minerals from their ores, first 
became important- during. World 
War I, when scientists began to 
demand greater productivity from 
raw mineral ores. Three per cent 
oil was mixed with the ore, and 
the mixture was submitted to a 
rolling motion which formed balls 
of the mixture. ' 

It was found that If (the oil was 
decreased and the rolling Increas- 
ed a froth was produced, and this 
wsis the start of our modern froth 
flotation process, which brings 
the pre to a froth, from which 85 
per cent of the mineral Is then 
recovered.^^^^^i^^^v 

This prociMS^lMiwt'' brough t all 
the minerals out together, but with 
the introduction of creosote and 
sulphur compounds into the mix- 
ture, the minerals could be sepa- 
rated. Cyanide .was also made to 
produce this effect, and Is used 
extensively,. for . this today. 
Th'e^ore^||crwdied, filtered, and

Liberals Meet 
To Discuss 
Resolutions 



Dealing with the subjects ot 
labor and housing on the provin- 
cial and federal levels, two resolu- 
tions will be under discussion at 
the weekly meeting ot the Liberal 
Club at 1.00 p.m. in the New Room 
ot the Union today, 
' The first resolution, to be pro- 
posed by Ted Hugesscn, arose after 
a talk on labor problems in Quebec 
delivered earlier in the current 
year. It calls for a special commis- 
sion composed of representatives ot 
labor and management , to study 
existing problems prior lo drafting 
a labor code which will function 
more effectively than the laws cur- 
rently -in effect in Quebec. The 
manner in which this will be done, 
and the problems involved in get- 
ting labor and management to work 
together win be. the main aspects 
ot. the 'résolution 'under dls'euislon. 

The second . resolution will be 
proposed by Frank Hughes. It calls 
upon the Federal Government to 
declare the. Housing situation a na- 
tional emergency. In a statement 
to The Dally, John Piper, who will 
be in the. chair, in; th jj j mfft lng, 
said that this would enalile^the'Fcd 
eral government to start Its own 
home-building program, similar to 
that adopted by the government ot 
the United States. If this 'resolu- 
tion should be adopted by the Club, 
he added, it would constitute a 
stand radically different from- that 
taken by the official Liberal Party. 
He emphasized- *he\Importance of 
such a decision and called on all 
members ot the club to be present 
for the discussion on the resolution 
so that a good cross-section of opin 
Ion may be obtained. . "

H^ said free enterprse countrcs 
have built up a level of matcri.-il 
prosperity unsurpassed by any 
other system. 

He asserted that high, hiunanil-

that in a free competitive society

His arrival as Visiting pro- 
fessor of Philosophy at McGill Is 
part of a programme carried out 
by the Lady Davis Foundation, to 
promote international relatlbnihips 
between scholars all over the 
world. 

Professor Calogero arrived here 
last January and has been a mem- 
ber of the Philosophy staff since 
the beginning of last semester's 
second term. He will remain at 
McGill for two more years. 

The Visiting professor's English 
is remarkably fluent now, but it 
was no easy task for him to adapt 
his "book" English to the livinj

The McGill S. E. C, we are sure, would be as 
hni)py as anyone to reach a satisfactory solu- 
tion to the whole situation. The present Mc- 
Gill S. E. C. is faced with the frustrating prob- 
lem of giving everyone a fair share of a limited 
amount of money. , 

It-is obviously a time for cool, considered ac- 
tion and we feel confident that the meeting be- 
tween Dawson apd McQiH tonitc will result in 
an amicable solution to this difficult problem.

The Professor Is an authority on 
Greek philosophy and has written 
several books on thai subject.

His cs 
say, "Upon the so-called Identity 
of Philosophy and History," is in 
eluded in a volume entitled "Phlla- 
sophical and Historical Essays," 
presented to Ernest Cassircr, and 
published by the Oxford University 
Press (1938). His "Exposition on 
Philosophic Theory" Is written in 
three volumes: Logic, Ethics, and 
Aesthetics. 

- Professor Cslogero was Im- 
pressed by the comparatively 
high standard of living In Can- 
ada. Italy Is recuperating from 
the ravagea of two world wars, 
and her économie situation la 
very poor. % . 

Overpopulation' has become 
a nationwide problem. , Over 
48 million Inhabitants are 
crowded Into 300 thousand 
square kilometres, and the po- 
pulation Is Increasing on the 
average of half a million a 
year. There are about two mil- 
lion unemployed.
